Typhoon 'Emma' Adds U.S. Weather 


Plane, Crew of 16, to List of Victims 


TOKYO «81 — American planes 
and Japanese ships failed today to 
tind a trace of a U.S. Air Force 
weather plane missing since Mon­ 
day when it flew into 
typhoon 
Emma to track the course of the 
dangerous storm. 
Sixteen men were aboard the 
aircraft, 
a 
B-50 reconnaissance 
bomber. The Air Force discounted 
the possibility the B-50 had been 
shot down or strayed over Soviet 
territory. 
A spokesman 
blamed 
onlv the typhoon. 
Thirty-eight U.S. Air F o r c e 
planes and 10 Japanese maritime 
safety ships criss-crossed a 70,000 
square mile area midway between 
Japan and Siberia during daylight 
hours and B-29s were ordered out 
tonight to look for lights. 
But rising seas dimmed hopes of 
finding the Americans since high 
waves can conceal a floating man 
on a life rafl. 
Reports from Korea, delayed be­ 
cause of disrupted communications 
said the typhoon killed 11 persons 
in a glancing sideswipe at Korea 
before spending itself in the Jajan 
sea. Eleven others were reported 
missing. 
The t y p h o o n , which inflicted 
heavy damage earlier on Japan 
and Okinawa, was reported mov­ 
ing toward Soviet—held Sakhalin, 
getting weaker as it went along.

Sturgis Quiet 


As Escort Not 


Needed Today 
By UN.TED PRESS 
Peaceful integration of Sturgis. 
Ky. High School became a reality 
finally today when eight Negroes 
went to classes for the first time 
without escort. 
The antagonism of W e s t e r n 
Kentucky segregationists switched 
from the school yard to the gov­ 
ernor's mansion. They demanded 
the impeachment of Gov. A. B. 
Chandler for .ailing out troops to 
put down integration disorders. 
At Clinton, Trnr , enrollment at 
an integrated high school, also the 
scene of violence in recent days, 
continued to climb. But the names 
of 185 pupils, still absent because 
of the lifting of racial barriers, 
were turned over to the ti%ant Of­ 
ficer for investigation. 
CHANDLER APPARENTLY has 
the upper hand in the impeach­ 
ment attempts against him. Only 
the Legislature can initiate such 
action and it doesn't meet until 
January, 1958. Chandler could con­ 
vene it but isn’t likely to do so 
for impeachment purposes. 
Meanwhile schools in Louisville, 
Ky., where about 12,000 Negroes 
aro included in the 44,162 public 
school population, completed inte­ 
gration without incident. No other 
city of its size so far South has 
dona the job of integration so far. 
Chandler declined to comment 
on the move to oust him. 
STATES RIGHTS leaders held a 
huge rally Mondpv night at Mor- 
ganfield. Ky., and denounced Chan­ 
dler and Gov. Frank Clement of 
Tennessee for calling in National 
Guardsmen armed with bayonets 
and tanks. 
In a different kind of protest al 
Raleigh, N.C., Gov. Luther Hodges, 
who sponsored a strong constitu­ 
tional safe guard of school segre­ 
gation in North Carolina, was 
hanged in effigy. 
National Guardsmen in battle 
dress ending rioting against inte­ 
gration by escorting Negro pupils 
to former all-white schools at Stur­ 
gis, Ky., and Clinton, Tenn. 
Bl’T IN TEXAS, where slate ran­ 
gers and local officers refused to 
escort the Negroes past segrega­ 
tionist picket lines the Negroes had 
achieved today only momentary 
entries to school houses. 
Integration attempts also failed 
Monday at Clay, Ky., near Sturgis, 
and at two schools in Houston, 
Tex , where the Negroes had no 
police escort.

NIXON VS. 
Much more interest than usual will be 
focused this year on the vice-presiden­ 
tial candidates. The careers of Richard 
Nixon and Estes Kefauver have brought 
them into the national spotlight more 
than the usual run of vice-presidential 
material. Both men will have important 
roles in the campaign and will be listen­ 
ed to— and watched— with much inter­ 
est by the voters. 
Nixon, of course, h as the advantage 
with four years in the office during 
which time he has constantly been in 
the limelight as one of the Administra­ 
tion's spokesmen.
